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A WOMAN in labour who was 
rescued by boat when her home 
flooded has revealed the ordeal 
put her off the idea of having a 
water birth. 

Briar Coles, 32, was ready to 
depart for hospital but when fi¬ 
ance Barry Pitts got to their car 
he found it full of water up to the 
steering wheel, after 40 homes 
were damaged by flooding from a 
burst water main in Hook. 

A torrent of water poured into 
Cecil Close in the early hours 
of Saturday, writing off cars 
and forcing residents from their 
homes for months to come. 

But despite having to call for 
help and be floated from her front 
door to a waiting ambulance, Ms 
Coles, a physiotherapist, safely 
gave birth to daughter Andreya at 
Kingston Hospital. 

She said: “Within about five 
minutes there was a police officer 
at the door. He’d walked all the 
way down through the water, and 
there was an ambulance waiting 


at the end of the road. 

“Andreya’s great, really good, 
very chilled despite all the chaos 
around her. She’s got a great birth 
story” 

Thames Water apologised for 
the leak and said it would support 
families in making insurance 
claims for the damage. 

Ms Coles, who returned home 
on Monday, had planned a water 
birth, but changed her mind and 
joked: “I think I’d been put off to 
be honest, I didn’t really feel like 
going in the water again.” 

She said: “We started putting 
towels down to see if we could 
do anything to prevent the water 
coming in. 

“Once it started coming into the 
house and we weren’t sure about 
getting out it was a bit more scary. 

“It was bad timing - I’d spent so 
long getting the house ready for 
the new baby.” 

Andreya weighed 91b 6oz when 
she was born at about 2.50am on 
Sunday. Ms Coles, who has an¬ 
other daughter named Ariana, 22 
months, went into labour on Fri¬ 
day but waited before leaving for 
hospital. 

She awoke at about 1.30am on

Saturday to a missed call from 
a neighbour. She said: “I heard 
an alarm. I thought it was my fi¬ 
ance’s bike being stolen as that 
has happened around this area. 

“All of the rest of the neigh¬ 
bours were outside taking pic¬ 
tures and I didn’t really notice 
any water on the ground or any¬ 
thing so rang the neighbour back 
and she’s like, ‘Just to let you 


know our street’s flooded, and the 
garden’s flooded, and it’s about to 
go into our houses.” 

The family has lived in Cecil 
Close for about five years, and plans 
to move in with Mr Pitts’ mother 
until their home is rendered habit¬ 
able again - which could take up to 
three months.

Families relocated to hotel after water 
pipe bursts, damaging homes and cars

FAMILIES may not be able to 
return to their homes for three 
months because of flooding from a 
burst water pipe that wrote off ve¬ 
hicles and damaged dozens of hous¬ 
es and flats. 

A 24in pipe in Hook Road burst in 
the early hours of Saturday morn¬ 
ing and high-pressure water was 
seen bubbling from underneath the 
pavement. 

Residents of Cecil Close, which 
is in a slight dip, woke to find wa¬ 
ter pouring down the road just after 
1.30am on Saturday. 

Due to the damage 18 cars and 
two motorbikes were written off. 

Paul Hutchinson, who lives in a 
ground floor flat, said: “It got to the 
stage where it was starting flooding 
up through the bathroom floor and 


it was only a puddle. 

“Ten minutes later I went to get 
more stuff for the dam we built 
here and the bathroom was two 
inches full.” 

His wife, Trudy, said letters from 
her grandmother were damaged by 
water. 

She added: “You just never expect 
something like this to happen to 
your home. 

“We are grateful for the offers of 
support from the community. 

“I think you’ve got to pull togeth¬ 
er and smile - nobody got hurt.” 

Families affected by the exten¬ 
sive water damage to their homes 
were relocated to a Premier Inn. 

The Lucky Rover pub was forced 
to close while water was drained 
from the cellar. 

Volunteers helped to clean up and 
provide freshly made soup for those 
affected in the following days. 

Chessington South councillor Ra¬ 
chel Reid said: “It was overwhelm¬ 


ing. There wasn’t actually a huge 
amount, thankfully, to clear up. But 
the amount of people that volun¬ 
teered to do it was great. 

“It was just really nice to know 
that in a time of trouble people are 
willing to step in. 

“The police were first on the 
scene, in terms of knocking on 
residents’ doors and telling them 
what’s going on.”

About 40 homes in Hook Road, 
Clayton Road, Cecil Close, St Paul’s 
Close and Selwood Road were affect¬ 
ed when the pipe burst. 

A Thames Water spokesman said: 
“We’re very sorry for the disrup¬ 
tion. 

“We’ve spoken to all the individ¬ 
ual customers who suffered in the 
flooding to make sure they are ful¬ 
ly covered for any damage to their 


property, and will continue to sup¬ 
port them throughout the insur¬ 
ance process. 

“Our engineers worked around 
the clock over the weekend and 
into the early hours of Monday to 
make sure repairs to the damaged 
pipe and road were finished in time 
for rush-hour this morning, and 
everything should now be back to 
normal.”

Rumours 
are ‘lies’ 

KINGSTON Council’s leader 
has branded rumours there 
will be no council-owned 
homes in the regenerated 
Cambridge Road estate “com¬ 
plete lies” but was unable to 
say residents would return 
to the same rents they had 
when they left. 

Cllr Kevin Davis respond¬ 
ed to worried residents after 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest to the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) suggested 
there would be no council 
housing after redevelopment. 

It was revealed last month 
that mayor Boris Johnson 
was set to give the council 
£46.2m to turn the estate into 
a housing zone. 

GLA figures show 879 of 
the units will be private, for 
sale at full market value, 
while 60 built before 2021 and 
760 built between 2021 and 
2026 will be affordable. 

Critics said the disclosure 
showed no council-owned 
properties in the plans. 

Cllr Davis said: “It is com¬ 
plete lies. We have always 
said we will not go ahead un¬ 
less we can guarantee people 
[displaced] during the regen¬ 
eration can return to homes 
there.” 

Council tenants on the es¬ 
tate currently pay an aver¬ 
age of £100 a week in rent. 
Post-regeneration rent will 
be capped, Cllr Davis said.

PRIMARK builders made a 
grisly discovery when they 
uncovered a skeleton while 
working on the town centre 
store’s new extension. 

Archaeologists have been 
drafted into the Eden Street 
site for further excavations 
after the body, estimated to 
be between 150 and 200 years 
old, was uncovered earlier 
this month. 

The budget clothes shop is 
almost doubling its size by 
extending on to the site of 
the former Quaker meeting 
house and cemetery built in 
1773. 

Human remains were ex¬ 
humed in 2010 and moved to 
Surbiton cemetery but one 
body was never found. 

Chairman of the Quaker 
project committee Graham 
Torr said the church may 
never know whose they are, 
and suggested more might be 
lurking underneath the soil. 

He said: “I have been sup¬ 
porting Primark in having 


them moved. Quakers are 
very good burial record keep¬ 
ers but they do make mis¬ 
takes and it appears this is 
one person of whom we have 
no record. 

“I don’t believe it is the 
original missing individual, 
as the area we thought that 
man was in has been exten¬ 
sively searched. This appears 
to be someone else. We are 
moving this person to Surbi¬ 
ton cemetery The grave will 
be marked with where they 
were in the Quaker cemetery. 


The truth is we may never 
know who this person was.” 

Last December it was re¬ 
ported that Primark had de¬ 
layed starting the extension 
despite gaining planning per¬ 
mission in 2012. 

There was speculation that 
this was because of the nu¬ 
merous spooky artifacts that 
have been found on the site. 

A human skull dating back 
to 1,000BC, a Roman altar 
and Latin curses written on 
strips of lead have all been 
found in the ground before 


the development started, ac¬ 
cording to a 1998 archaeolog¬ 
ical assessment published by 
Kingston Council. 

The assessment added 
that in the Middle Ages Eden 
Street was called Heathen 
Street because of the “low 
status of the inhabitants”. 

It said: “The name is 
thought to have originated 
from the residents of this 
area in the medieval peri¬ 
od, who would have been in¬ 
volved in dirty trades such 
as slaughter men and skin¬ 
ners.” 

A builder on the site said: 
“[The archaeologists] told 
us there were 200-year-old 
bones. They’re in a separate 
bit to us and I haven’t been to 
look. 

“I don’t really want to.” 

A Primark spokeswoman 
said: “The archaeological dig 
has led to the discovery of a 
small number of archaeolog¬ 
ical artefacts. Findings have 
been recorded, signed off 
by Historic England and re¬ 
moved as part of the contin¬ 
uing archaeological process 
which has currently been ex¬ 
tended a further two weeks.”

Not judges’ cup of tea 


A lOft-tall dancing tea lady 
known for showcasing her 
moves at the Surbiton Festi¬ 
val looked to kick-start her 
journey to fame this week¬ 
end, only to be scuppered by 
an unimpressed Simon Cow¬ 
ell. 

Bridie, real name Julie 
Simpson, who dances on 
stilts while pushing her tea 
trolley, appeared on the pop¬ 
ular ITV variety show Brit¬ 
ain’s Got Talent on Saturday 
to prove her skills to the 
show’s millions of viewers. 

But the 45-year-old was 
met with bemusement by 
celebrity judges Simon Cow¬ 
ell, Amanda Holden, David 


Walliams and Alesha Dixon 
- who all “buzzed” her off 
stage before she could even 
finish her act. 

Bridie left the stage before 
she could hear the judges’ 
comments. 

Music mogul Mr Cowell 
simply said “it doesn’t get 
much worse than that”, while 
former actress Mrs Holden 
bemoaned how “we didn’t 
even get a cup of tea”. 

Bridie is best known in the 
borough for her appearanc¬ 
es at the Surbiton Festival, 
an annual carnival over two 
weeks celebrating everything 
weird and wonderful from 
the town. 


Doctors did not give woman ‘best chance of survival’ 


Medical staff 'failed 
to help shopkeeper’

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A “KIND-hearted” shopkeep¬ 
er died after doctors and 
nurses failed 18 times in four 
hours to give treatment at 
Kingston Hospital. 

Kamalaloginidvi Parara- 
jasingham, 58, who ran Food 
Fare in Surbiton with her 
husband, died from sepsis 
last November. 

Last week, family members 
at the inquest into her death 
raised concerns over the de¬ 
lay in starting treatment. 

Coroner Chinyere In- 
yama concluded there were 
“missed opportunities” to 
“provide treatment that 
might have altered the 
outcome”. 

No medication was given 
to Mrs Pararajasingham of 
Selbourne Avenue, before 
she died on November 18, 
because a string of medical 
staff could not insert a can¬ 
nula in order to give intrave¬ 
nous drugs. She eventually 
went into cardiac arrest. 

Two doctors told West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court it was a

case which has led to a sepsis 
protocol overhaul. 

Consultant Emily 

Ormerod told the family: “We 
completely and wholly accept 
we did not give your mother 
the best chance of survival. 

“People were so bogged 
down in getting the line in, 
they forgot why they were do¬ 
ing it in the first place.” 

The court heard due to 
staffs’ repeated attempts to 
insert a cannula, regular ob¬ 
servations were interrupted 
and signs of sepsis went un¬ 
noticed. Jane Wilson, medi¬ 
cal director at Kingston Hos¬ 
pital, apologised to the family 


for Mrs Pararajasingham’s 
death. 

She added: “We recognise, 
as the coroner has found, that 
we failed to provide Mrs Par¬ 
arajasingham with the care 
that she needed.” 

Mrs Pararajasingham’s 
daughter, Suji Sululsa Par¬ 
arajasingham, who is also a 
doctor, told the court of her 
mother’s early life in Jaffna, 
Sri Lanka and of her eventu¬ 
al move to the UK to settle in 
Surbiton. 

She said: “Much like her 
name, which means lotus, she 
was unique. She remained 
honest and kind-hearted. She 
helped many people by sac¬ 
rificing her own wealth and 
happiness.” 

The family’s solicitor, Sita 
Soni, said: “It is utterly tragic 
that a 58-year-old woman ex¬ 
perienced a string of failures 
to provide her with basic care 
and medication. Mrs Parara- 
jasingam’s family have been 
left devastated by her death, 
and whilst the inquest has 
provided some answers, there 
are still concerns about the 
care Mrs Pararajasingham 
received before she died.” 


DRIVER BAN: A drink driver 
who admitted driving while 
almost three times over the limit 
has been ordered to pay £260 
and take on 80 hours of unpaid 
work. Lacey Adams, from 
Shrewsbury Road, Carshalton, 
pleaded guilty to driving drunk 
in Penrhyn Road on New Year’s 
Day. She was also banned 
from driving for 23 months at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court 
on April 14. 

MURDER MAP: A ‘murder map’ 
created by a former Old Bailey 
court reporter lets you explore 
grisly deaths across the capital. 
Peter Stubley set up the web¬ 
site that shows where people 
were poisoned, stabbed, shot, 
strangled, hit by a car or beaten 
to death in all the boroughs of 
London. The website has infor¬ 
mation dating back to 1811 and 
is still being added to. Kingston 
cases include the murder of 
North Korean Myung Chul Jang 
who was stabbed to death in 
2009 in New Malden by his 
boss and Margaret Sheehy who 
was strangled by her son Sean 
Heiss in Kingston in 2012.

5,649 packages provided to struggling families, a reduction of over 200 

Fewer families asking for 
emergency foodbank help

KINGSTON’S foodbank provided 200 
fewer emergency food packages to hun¬ 
gry families than last year, but the total 
was still well over 5,500. 

In Kingston 5,649 emergency food 
packages provided help to struggling 
families in the 2015-16 financial year, 
whereas the previous year saw 5,866 
bundles given out. 

The number of people requiring 
emergency help has gone down in the 
borough, but more than 5,500 food 
packages were still required. 

Paul Pickhaver, director of Kingston 
Foodbank, said: “27.7 per cent of refer¬ 
rals related to issues with benefit pay¬ 
ment, compared to 19.7 per cent in 2014 
to 2015, and 9.1 per cent gave unemploy¬ 
ment as the crisis, compared to 5.5 per 
cent the previous year.” 

For 2015 to 2016 the Trussed Trust 
gave out 1,109,309 of these packages, a 
two per cent rise on the year previously. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry said: “During my ‘volunteering 
week’ in September I spent a day with 
Kingston Foodbank - visiting one of 
their welcome centres and helping 
gather feedback from clients on the 
new fuel bank pilot. 


“Meeting the dedicated volunteers 
and talking to local people whose lives 
have been helped with food and fuel 
vouchers was inspiring, as was seeing 
the generosity of local people who reg¬ 
ularly donate food.” 

He added: “Yesterday’s official fig¬ 
ures show me that unemployment is 
down in Kingston by 50 per cent since 
March 2010, and four per cent since last 
March, and with 924 people claiming 
JSA. That’s a record low.” 

Mr Berry said he plans to hold a 
homelessness summit to discuss pre¬ 
venting rough sleeping in Kingston. 

Kingston has slightly bucked the 


trend of national statistics released 
by the Trussell Trust which show that 
year on year, the amount of three-day 
emergency food supplies has increased. 

David McAuley, chief executive, said: 
“Today’s figures on national foodbank 
use prove that the numbers of people 
hitting a crisis where they cannot af¬ 
ford to buy food are still far too high. 

“One million three-day food supplies 
given out by our foodbanks every year 
is one million too many This must not 
become the new normal.” 

There are 424 foodbanks operating 
in partnership with churches and com¬ 
munities.

Council leader says party are ‘claiming credit’ for existing consideration 

Lib Dems campaign lo use 
care home for homeless

KINGSTON’S Liberal Demo¬ 
crats have begun a campaign 
for a vacant Norbiton care 
home to become emergency 
housing, instead of being 
sold off by the council. 

The campaign argues the 
property at 22 Gloucester 
Road should be used for five 
years to house homeless fam¬ 
ilies in Kingston. 

Councillor Patricia Barn- 
ford, leading the charge, 
hopes to persuade Kingston 
Council to keep the building 
for a few more years before 
selling. 

She said: “Keeping 

22 Gloucester Road for 
emergency housing is a 
no-brainer. 

“Within five years, the 
amount the council would 
save on putting people in bed 
and breakfast out of the bor¬ 
ough would be paid back. 

“And in five years’ time, 
we could look again at the

council’s finances and make 
an informed decision to con¬ 
tinue using it for emergency 
housing or sell for a capital 
receipt. 

“We must build the new 
homes that meet local need.” 

The former care home, va¬ 
cant since June 2015, has 16 
bedrooms and a large garden 
with trees and shrubs. 


A spokeswoman for the 
party said: “Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats are on a mission to 
convince the Conserva¬ 
tive administration to con¬ 
vert 22 Gloucester Road 
and use it for temporary 
accommodation.” 

However, Kingston Coun¬ 
cil leader Kevin Davis said: 
“We have already agreed to 


look at whether this proper¬ 
ty should be used for hous¬ 
ing the homeless. 

“What the council is cur¬ 
rently doing is looking at the 
viability of this as neither 
the Lib Dems or us know 
whether this will work. 

“This seems a little bit like 
campaigning for something, 
knowing it is already hap¬ 
pening and then claiming 
credit for it afterwards.” 

Minutes for a meeting on 
February 3 of the growth 
committee show councillors 
across all parties voted to 
approve making 22 Glouces¬ 
ter Road surplus to require¬ 
ment, as well as Nobkirk 
House and Noble Resource 
Centre in Blagdon Road and 
Newant House in Brown’s 
Road. 

The council estimated 
about £209,835 would be 
saved by not maintaining 
the properties, recorded in 
the minutes, but Cllr Davis 
said a verbal agreement was 
made at the meeting to “un¬ 
derstate the exercise of ex¬ 
ploring the use of the build¬ 
ing for another use”.

The Kingston Environ¬ 
ment Centre in Kingston 
Road held the event last Fri¬ 
day for the Nepalese new 
year, with all money raised 
being donated to the earth¬ 
quake relief appeal. 

On Saturday, April 16, a 7.8 
magnitude earthquake deci¬ 
mated the coast of Ecuador, 
leaving at least 507 people 
dead and 4,027 injured. 

Ex-Gurkha Gam Gurung, 
who hosted the party, said: “I 
hope lots of people will come 
and experience Nepalese 
song, music and dance and 
sample my home made vege¬ 
tarian Nepalese food. 

“Many people just don’t 
know how to help, but in this 
way we can have fun and pull 
together our pennies to real¬ 
ly help people out there” 

The evening rounded 
out with a vegetarian BBQ, 
with all ingredients organic, 
home-grown and homemade. 

Last year, the centre raised

The Wimbledon Grey¬ 
hound Stadium was due 
to officially close on 


Saturday, June 18, with 
AFC Wimbledon set to 
demolish the site and 
begin building its own 
ground in Plough Lane. 

But last month Lon¬ 
don Mayor Boris John¬ 
son decided to call in 
AFC ’s planning appli¬ 
cation to build the stadi¬ 
um due to “significant 
issues of controversy” 
- raising questions as to 
whether the move will 
go ahead. 

The greyhound sta¬ 
dium has now secured 


a six-month extension 
to its lease with owner 
Galliard Homes, with 
the possibility of a 
two-year rolling con¬ 
tract if AFC Wimble¬ 
don’s plans are finally 
rejected. 

AFC planned to sell 
the lease to Kingsmead- 
ow - the ground they 
currently share with 
Kingstonian - to Pre¬ 
mier League champions 
Chelsea, leaving Ks fac¬ 
ing the prospect of hav¬ 
ing to find a new ground 


by the start of the 2018 
season. The consulta¬ 
tion on the plans, which 
include an 11,000 seat- 
er stadium which will 
be expanded to 20,000 
seats, 602 flats, and lei¬ 
sure facilities will begin 
again after the mayoral 
election on Thursday, 
May 5. 

AFC chairman Eric 
Samuelson said: “ We’re 
still planning for a sum¬ 
mer 2018 opening.

Workers handling 999 
calls 'need more help’

A RESEARCHER at Kingston 
University has found staff who 
co-ordinate emergency services 
for 999 calls to the ambulance 
service need help to reduce stress 
and sickness absences. 

Professor Tom Quinn, from 
the faculty of health, social care 
and education at Kingston and St 
George’s University of London, 
was part of a team of experts 
who interviewed dispatch staff. 

The teams are in charge of 
sending paramedics to emergen¬ 
cies from control centres. 

The researchers found that 
although dispatchers find their 
job rewarding, they often feel 
overworked and undervalued 
compared to how they perceive 
the people who work on the front 
line at emergencies. 

The research, which King¬ 
ston’s Professor Quinn was in¬ 
volved in, was commissioned 
after concerns were raised that 
ambulance control staff had 
sickness leave at twice the na¬ 
tional average. 

Professor Quinn said dispatch- 



stretched: Call centre staff 

ers worked in a highly unpredict¬ 
able job, over which they had no 
control. 

He added: “Dispatchers are 
faceless compared to frontline 
staff, but they are a tribe of un¬ 
sung heroes working in similar 
conditions to air traffic control¬ 
lers and the public often don’t 
understand the importance of 
their jobs. 

“They may not be seen as he¬ 
roes like paramedics and fire¬ 
fighters, but they are the ones en¬ 
suring that appropriate medical 
care reaches people in emergen¬ 


cies, and frequently provide po¬ 
tentially lifesaving advice while 
an ambulance is en route.” 

The research, which involved 
academic experts from the Uni¬ 
versity of East Anglia, the Uni¬ 
versity of Surrey and Anglia 
Ruskin University, has been pub¬ 
lished in the Emergency Medi¬ 
cine Journal. 

It recommends implementing 
more opportunities for dispatch¬ 
ers, paramedics and emergency 
service crews to understand each 
other’s jobs, including shadow¬ 
ing on shifts.

FURTHER to your article on 
building more social housing, 
the ruling Conservative 
administration is in a mess of 
its own making which is why it 
is having to consider building 
879 private homes on the 
Cambridge Road Estate. 

Set on a course to save 
nearly £12 billion to rebalance 
the welfare state, it is the 
Conservative government who 
have reduced benefits and 
frozen all other working age 
benefits. 

Cutting benefits for those 
on lower incomes has in turn 
forced the government to lower 
council rents and the council 
now finds itself short of rent by 
£9.4 million over four years and 
is unsustainable. 

The hole in the council’s 
finances has now forced the 
Conservative administration to 
delay major works programmes 
that the Liberal Democrats put 
in place under the Better Homes 
programme to bring council 
homes up to a decent standard. 

Equally, if the Conservatives 
go ahead with policies to flog 
off our high-value council 
houses and their stupid Right 
to Buy policy this will in turn 
lower the capacity of Kingston 
Council to tackle waiting lists.

CREATIVES (marketing, 
advertising, PR, journalism 
or are artists, DJs or even 
City traders): Creatives should 
pack in lots of fruit and veg. 
Breakfast should contain slow-re- 
lease carbs to fuel the brain and 
lift energy, such as oats, nuts 
and seeds. High sugar and high 
fat foods will cause sluggish¬ 
ness.

Civil War sees Marvel's favour¬ 
ite Marvel superheroes at log¬ 
gerheads, but why this rift be¬ 
tween friends and colleagues? 

The plot is fairly simple. 
Captain America/Steve Rogers 
(Chris Evans) is now leading the 
newly formed Avengers team 
fighting on behalf of mankind 
to make the world a safer place. 

The film opens with the team 
in Lagos battling to defeat a 
band of terrorists led by ex- 
Shield operative Brock Rumlow 
(Frank Grillo) last seen fighting 
with Falcon AKA Sam Wilson 
(Anthony Mackie) in The Winter 
Soldier now facially disfigured 
and under the name of Cross- 
bones. 

But saving the World comes 


at a cost. While battling with 
the bad guys, innocent residents 
die. Political pressure mounts to 
install a system of accountabili¬ 
ty for the Avengers headed by a 
governing body and the United 
Nations to oversee and direct 
the team. 

This new status quo does not 
sit well with Captain America 
and fractures the Avengers re¬ 
sulting in two camps - one led 
by Rogers and his desire for the 
Avengers to remain free to de¬ 
fend humanity without govern¬ 
ment interference and the other 
by Iron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr.)/Tony Stark's surprising de¬ 
cision to support government 
after his guilt trip with the crea¬ 
tion of Ultron. 


Following Avengers Assem¬ 
ble, Age of Ultron the Iron 
Man and Captain America 
stand-alone saga's the Marvel 
storylines could have started 
to turn a bit stale but with the 
creative direction of the Russo 
brothers and the writing skills 
of Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely the film rarely 
lets you catch your breath. 

Anthony and Joe Russo also 
directed the action-packed The 
Winter Soldier and take this 
third adventure into darker, 
and quite violent territory, but 
that's not to say it doesn't have 
Marvel's trademark humorous 
moments. 

We have the usual Tony Stark 
quips but the highlight of the 


film for many fans is the inclu¬ 
sion of two of the most likeable 
characters — Ant-Man and our 
own friendly neighbourhood 
Spider-Man. 

Paul Rudd is a wise-crack¬ 
ing Ant-Man, starstruck 
at meeting his idol Cap¬ 
tain America, while south 
London actor Tom Holland pret¬ 
ty much steals the show after 
being recruited by Team Iron 
Man. 

As Falcon points out to Spidey 
in mid-fight: "There's usually not 
this much talk!" 

As an audience, we are left 
unsure which team to side with 
as they are broken up with some 
of our favourite characters in 
both camps. 


After Spider-Man, ass-kicking 
Black Panther (Chadwich Bose- 
man) is another welcome addi¬ 
tion to the cast, though let's just 
hope he lightens up for future 
outings. 

Apart from the Civil War go¬ 
ing on between old friends there 
is a behind the scene menace in 
the form of Zemo (Daniel Bruhl) 
who has his own agenda and is 
a kind of Marvel Lex Luthor. 

It all adds up to an abso¬ 
lute double popcorn munching 
gem to keep you wanting more 
(Avengers, not popcorn!) and 
with the Russo brothers signed 
on for Avengers: Infinity Wars 
1 and 2, there is plenty more 
where that came from.

IOOKSMMT 


LICK OF PAINT: It might sound 
cosmetic but a coat of new paint 
(keep the colour neutral) can 
make a house feel clean, hygienic 
and cared for. 

ADD SOME PARKING: If you 

have a tatty front garden and you 
live in a town or city, it could be 
worth converting the space into 
an off-road parking area. 

GET PLANNING PERMISSION: 
A property that comes with 
planning permission can often 
tempt buyers who have long-term 
ambitions for the property. Pay 
an architect to draw up plans for 
an extension, spend a bit of time 
getting them through planning 
and you could find yourself with 
a very desirable property (allow 
at least £2,500 to cover architect 
and council planning fees). Again, 
it's about giving your property an 
edge over others. 

CONVERT THE GARAGE INTO 
AN OFFICE: A lot of garages are 
no longer fit for purpose, having 
been designed when cars were 
smaller. Find out what buyers 
are looking for in your area: is 
it houses with lots of bedrooms 
(families), or properties with an 
office (young professionals)? 
CONVERT THE LOFT: According 
to recent research by Savills, a 
good loft conversion can add 10 
to 15 per cent to the value of a 
London home (valued at £1 million 


to £1.5million) and five to 10 per 
cent in the rest of the UK (for 
homes valued at £500,000 to 
£1 million). Make sure you don't 
eat into existing living space and 
remember to tell your insurer 
if you are using the space for 
another bedroom. Costs vary. 
ADD A CONSERVATORY: The 
key to a successful conservatory 
is to ensure that it flows from 
your existing rooms, rather 
than looking as if it's just been 
tacked on to the outside. Savills 
suggests a good one could add 
as much as 12 per cent to the 
value of your home in London. 
Expect to pay anything from 
£5,000 to £15,000. 

INSTALL A NEW KITCHEN: 

The kitchen is what most 
house-hunters will look at first. 
Sparkling work surfaces and 
new appliances can woo a 
wavering buyer. Read research 
from OnTheMarket.com about 


how the Mary Berry Effect is 
influencing buyers towards a 
modern kitchen. An average 
new kitchen costs £8,000 and 
can add six per cent to your 
property's value, according to 
consumer watchdog Which?. The 
current trend is for open-plan 
living, so make sure your kitchen 
has a sense of space. 

SIDE RETURN: Converting a 
side return into a useful space 
is often an easy way to create 
an airy, open-plan kitchen or 
reception area but it can cost 
more than you think. Victorian 
town houses are particularly 
prone to having a dingy 
passageway running down the 
side of the property and this 
can be a good way to utilise the 
space. It can certainly add the 
wow factor and help properties 
to sell quickly. It can add five 
to ten per cent in city locations, 
according to Savills. 


ADD AN EXTRA BATHROOM: 

Bigger houses need more 
bathrooms, particularly family 
homes. Nobody likes to queue 
in the morning. "The view is that 
more value is added relative 
to cost in a bigger property 
where a good bathroom count 
is really important," says Robin 
Chatwin, Head of Savills, south 
west London. Make sure all your 
existing bathrooms are spotless, 
too - it sets the right tone. 
According to Bathstore.com, the 
average cost of a new bathroom 
in the UK is £4,500 - but expect 
to pay a lot more. "One of the 
simplest ways to upgrade a 
family bathroom, if space allows, 
is to install a separate shower 
cubicle next to the bath," adds 
Chatwin. "People would far 
rather have both and will pay a 
small premium - and cubicles 
are relatively straightforward to 
fit, too."

DIG OUT A BASEMENT: It's 
not cheap but in cities where the 
price per sq ft is high, returns 
can be considerable. Work on 
the basis that it will cost £300 
to £500 per sq ft to dig out and 
fit a basement and then see how 
that figure compares with your 
area. Alternatively, waterproof 
an existing basement space, 
paint it, and install some lighting 
and use it for storage or as a 
utility room. Much cheaper.

WHAT'S NEW? Audi has stuck to 
its winning formula: take a smart 
premium estate, add its class- 
leading four-wheel-drive system, 
and then sell it to people who want 
a normal-shaped car that won't 
get stuck in wet grass. To date, the 
result has always been superb. 

This time, the four-wheel-drive 
transmission has been radically 
altered to make the car lighter, 
more fuel efficient, and friendlier to 
the environment. Using what Audi 
calls 'Ultra' technology (their badge 
for anything vaguely 'green') the 
rally-born Quattro system has been 
brought into the 21st Century. 
LOOKS AND IMAGE: The 
differences between the vanilla A4 
and the A4 Allroad are more subtle 
than they ever have been. That's 
partly because the A4 is, overall, a 
more aggressive-looking car than 
it once was, with that distinctive 
gaping front grille full of angry 
vertical bars. The flared wheel 
arches have grown into themselves, 
and look far more upmarket when 
colour-matched than as matte 
plastic panels. The inside remains 
the same as the standard car - 
comfortable, well-constructed and 
generally pleasing. 

Audi is the most upmarket 
mainstream Volkswagen Group 
brand and has always produced 
very desirable cars. While the 
other VW brands produce similar 


soft-roader estates - the Seat Leon 
XPerience, the VW Passat Alltrack, 
and the Skoda Octavia Scout-the 
A4 Allroad is the top of the pile. 

It's also the most technologically 
accomplished, thanks to its clever 
Quattro transmission. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 
Estate cars are functional vehicles, 
designed to carry more passengers 
and luggage than hatchbacks 
and saloons. The A4 Allroad has a 
505-litre boot, which is capacious 
enough to carry dogs or large 
suitcases, expanding to 1,510 
with the rear seats folded down. 
Those rear seats can feel cramped 
for taller adults, though, as the 
chunky back supports of the front 
seats encroach on rear legroom. 
Buyers looking to regularly carry 
four blokes in comfort could look 
elsewhere in Audi's range. 

An optional load securing kit, 
electric boot lid with foot-gesture 
opening and an innovative trailer 
reversing system (which allows 
easier control of the pivot between 
you and your horsebox) are all 
practical additions, but will come at 
a price - Audi's options list is never 
cheap. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: 

Interestingly, Audi has been keen to 
downplay the off-road capabilities 
of the new A4 Allroad. It's true 
that the extra 34mm of ground 
clearance you get is unlikely to

be enough for any serious mud¬ 
plugging, and this model's affluent 
customer base can afford to buy a 
Range Rover or more serious Audi 
off-roader if it wanted to. 

But most of them know that 
a sophisticated four-wheel-drive 
estate is enough to get them 
through a British winter, without 
the need for something as gauche 
as an SUV. 

And this four-wheel-drive system 
is certainly sophisticated. Unlike 


the primitive permanent all-wheel- 
drive systems that made the 
Quattro name in the 1980s, and 
distinct from the systems found in 
other jacked-up estates, the Ultra 
system uses a powerful computer 
to evaluate road conditions and 
engage the rear axle at least 
half a second before it's needed.

Boss pulls no punches

CORINTHIAN Casuals boss 
James Bracken described 
the decision to dock the club 
three points and rob them of 
a place in the Ryman Divi¬ 
sion One South play-offs as 
“scandalous”. 

On Friday morning, Cas¬ 
uals’ fate was in their own 
hands and a win over Three 
Bridges would guarantee a 
play-off berth. 

However, on Friday after¬ 
noon, the FA upheld a deci¬ 
sion by the Ryman League to 
deduct three points for field¬ 
ing an ineligible player. 

The charge related to Dan 
Hodges’ appearance in the 3-1 
win over Faversham Town in 
January while he was still 
under suspension. 

It meant that Casuals need¬ 
ed to beat Three Bridges - 
which they did 1-0 thanks 
to James Cottee’s goal - and 
hope that both Faversham 
and Hastings United lost. 

Hastings were beaten at 
home by Herne Bay, but 
Faversham beat Hythe Town 
to steal the final play-off spot, 
leaving Casuals one point be¬ 
hind in sixth. 

Bracken said: “Every one 
of those players deserves to 
be in the play-offs. 

“That’s where my thoughts 
on the matter begin and end. 

“We’ve done enough to get 
in the play-offs. We should be 
in the play-offs but we’re not. 
The reasons are scandalous 
to say the least.” 

He added: “It’s not about 
me, it’s about the lads. I’ve 
enjoyed every minute of this 
season apart from maybe 
three halves of football.

“Every minute of 
every game, they’ve done 
everything I’ve asked of 
them. 

“They’ve worked their 
socks off for nothing and 
they deserved their rewards. 

That’s what we set out to do, 
but we haven’t got it. 

“It’s been a fantastic sea¬ 
son. When I came here in 
the summer and said I’d get 
this team promoted, people 
looked at me like I was a 
lunatic.

I should have won last year.”

“While everything was go¬ 
ing well through half-way, I 
just didn’t have it in my legs 
and had to make the difficult 
decision to stop at 22 miles.” 

He added: “I am absolutely 
gutted, but today was a mas¬ 
sive gamble which unfortu¬ 
nately didn’t pay off.” 

Kenya’s Eliud Kipchoge re¬ 
tained his men’s title in two 
hours, three minutes, four 
seconds - just seven seconds 
outside the world record.
